MORE WATER PRESSURE

A program to increase water pressures to homes of the south¬ 
west portions of Sierra Madre will be undertaken by the city 
within the next few days. 

Water Superintendent A1 Freeland said the increased pres¬ 
sures—approximately 40 pounds to most homes—will be for the 

area south of Sierra Madre 
boulevard and west of Lima. 

The operation will be accom¬ 
plished by switching this area 
over to the Grove street res¬ 
ervoir. At present it is being 
served by the Miramonte res¬ 
ervoir. 

City Administrator R. Merritt 
Baker said the project would re¬ 
sult in a safer water pressure 
for household and fire purposes 
throughout this portion of Si¬ 
erra Madre. 


The plans, with just minor 
corrections and recommenda¬ 
tions, were cleared by the State 
Division of School Architecture 
this week. 

Opposition to the plans still 
is forecast from some 30 prop¬ 
erty owners in the tract who 
object to a 5- to 9-foot retain¬ 
ing wall with a 12-foot chain 
link topping fence proposed for 
the south end of the school site. 
The wall and fence reportedly 
would come to within six feet 
of three neighbors’ property 
lines, and they are leading the 
fight to have the fence moved 
back.

The state’s “In lieu tax” 
check for $28,723.09 was re¬ 
ceived by the city last week. 

And, adding this amount to 
what Sierra Madre previously 
received from this source, $9,- 
151.58, the total is more than 
$10,000 above what was esti¬ 
mated would be this city’s 
share of the state motor vehicle 
license fee apportionment. 

Although the original 1951- 
52 estimate was $26,947, the to¬ 
tal actually received for the 
year was $37,874.67. 

This additional sum was 
made possible as a result of Si¬ 
erra Madre’s recently-completed 
special US census, which placed 
this city’s population at 7769. 

City Administrator R. Merritt 
Baker said this money can be 
used for such items as police 
department salaries, the protec¬ 
tion of highways and streets, 
and for street lighting. 

L. Marie Warfel, Sierra Ma¬ 
dre’s city clerk, also received 
recently a check for $9,168.61 
from the county’s “aid-to-cities” 
gas tax. This money can be 
used for the improvement of 
certain city streets, in agree¬ 
ment with the county.

MEMO TO CITY COUNCIL: 
THIS YEAR IS 1952 . . . 

This is 1952. 

One or two of the city councilmen seem to lose sight of that 
fact whenever the question of better working conditions for the 
Police Department pops up. 

And it will be "popping up" more and more now until some 
constructive action is taken. 

At last week's council meeting, the two city fathers in ques¬ 
tion related, almost nostalgically, how many hours they had to 
work and how low the wages were in the "old days." 

Those points are completely irrelevant today. Their only 
value in 1952 is to the historian. 

The question before the council should be this: what are 
other police departments in this area offering their men TODAY? 

What was the rule 10 or 20 years ago in some unrelated 
vocation or profession has no bearing on the case at hand. 

A survey compiled by the El Monte Police Department shows 
that 23 of the 40 Los Angeles County cities reporting had 40-hour 
weeks; one had a 42-hour week; three had 44-hour weeks; one 
had a 45-hour week; 11 had 48-hour weeks; and just one—Sierra 
Madre—had a 54-hour week. 

These departments, we've been told, all assume their men 
are "on duty" during meal times. 

It is these facts—plus, of course the amount of city money 
available—that the councilmen should consider in discussing a 
48-hour week for the Police Department.
